BOSNIA AND HERZEGOVINA. 

Tho tolcgropbic report that Austria will 
ahortlj occupy tho Turkish Proviucoa of 
Bosnia and Horzegovinift may aocouut for 
tho Budden cbango of front by that power. 
Down to within a fow days it has been 
supposed that Austria would co-operato 
with Great Britain to opposo Eusaian ag- 
gtoasion on tho Black Bon and tho Dau- 
ubo; but it would scorn as if tho oilor of 
an inoroasod front on tho Adriaticand tho 
aoqnisstion ■ of Bosnia and Horzegoviua 
haa ijroved too great a tomptatiou to bo 
resisted and that an attempt will at least 
bo made by Austria to seize some Eroy- 
inoes in compensation for her losses 
through tlio falling of tho Danube into 
liussian hands. How Italy would regard 
H step that might in tho noar future ou- 
clangsx her trade ou tbo Adriatic ia some- 
what doubtful. It may bo that sho would 
offer a sturdy resistance to tbo stop and 
be prepared to proceed to the length of 
an alliance with Groat Britain to prevent 
its confirmation ; but thero is no certainty 
about anything that concorns tbo sottlo- 
ment of tho Eastern question. Tbo air is 
filled witih Btafdiog conjeotareB.nnd chan- 
ges that will seem almost magical in their 
BuddonnoBB may ooonr at any moment. 
The acquisition of the Provinces namod 
by Austria would increase her j))-e.'it!ije 
abroad and extend ber commorco; but 
supposing objoctious from jvitliout to bo 
Bilencod, thero are many couilictiug 
and hostile elements witbin her own bor- 
ders to bo consulted aud modifiad. The 
population of Bosnia is 1,000,000. Tbo 
soil ia fertile aud productive, tbo pursuits 
of tho pooplo being pastoral. Herzogo- 
Tina which is very mountainous, has a 
population of some 200,000, and is tho 
westernmost province of Turkey.

We observe with feelings of snrpriso 
that tho leader of tho Opposition has not 
issued an address to his couatititcnta.

The Lord Bifihop moYoil Ibo following 
resolution: That section 1 of cnuon for 
exeoutivo oommittoQ bo ameuded by add- 
ing tho following words aftor tha word 
"praside" in tho 12th lino: "Votoa shall 
bo taken by orders when required by the 
Bishop or auymombor of tliocoiumittoo." 
Ho said that in tho dioceses of Now Zea- 
land the Bishop hus a veto, and ho thought 
that the oxeoutive should have tho sanio 
power afl tho Synod in this matter. He 
did not propose to tiiko a vote to-dny but 
Bimply tolioar a disoussiou and then refer 
itto a committee. As tho oxeoutive at pres- 
ent stand tho Bishop baa really no power 
inasmuch aa tho ouramittee is gonuruUy 
Oompoaed of some eight Jay membora aud 
only two or three clorgymeu. 

Arohdoaoou Wright thought this would 
be a serioua alteratiou. It would rirta 
ally do away with the laity and au injury 
■would thus roiult to Hynoduiul orders. 
Ho thought they were mucli tiiifor iu deal- 
ing with the exocutivo us it atiiuds. 

Mr. MoCraight considered that this was 
a matter best dealt with by referring to 
-what was done elsowhoro, and morod that 
tho resolQtioD be referred to a oommittoo 
to report on at the next meeting of tho 
Synod. 

Eev. H. Mogg thouglit tho beat plan 
■vroald ba to refer it to the oxecutiro com- 
mittee. 

Mr. McCroight thought that it should 
be referred to a soluet commitleo. 

Ber. Mr. Baskott said ho was-o mombor 
of the exeontivo and had found that a 
poaaible result \raa that a matter could bo 
carried by the laityyalone by n large ma- 
jority. 

EoY. n. Mogg said he did not think 
such a thing would over occur, and were 
Buoh ft resolution to imsu tho Liity might 
deserttbe olergy and thereby deprive the 
clergy 'of very valuable aid. 

Mr. Dupont said ho thought the Bishop 
intended to pass a eonBuro on tho laity uud 
ho certainly agreed with Archdoaoou 
Wright that it was a moHt diytnrbing 
motion. The clorgy soomed iu ail moot 
inga to have attempted to make all things 
class legislation and over-ruie tho laity. 

Mr. Holbrook thought some euoh a 
resolutioH necessary, but it should not bo 
taken as clergy cgainat laity. 

Mr. McOreight's motion ..iisthon carried 
and tho following wore .si'lootod on tho 
oommitteo: 

Arohdeaoon Wright, Rev. G. Mason, 
Be^. B. Good, Mr. 0. T. Dnpont and Mr. 
M. W. T. Drake. 

Archdesoon Wright then moved tho fol- 
lowing resolution: Tuat this Synod con- 
siders tho great spiritual doalitution of 
the vast Mainland portion of ttiis diooose 
OS regards clorgy, church buildings, etc., 
calls for the earnest and immediate 
attan'tibo of tho church and that a oom- 
mitteo be appointed to obtain statistics 
and other information that may in any way 
tend to the relief of such dcbtitiitiou." Iu 
moving this he said: Tho spirimal desti- 
tution of the Mainland must bo painfully 
clear to all who know anything of tho 
Prorinca. In September last I travolled 
from New Westminister to Lytton and 
found the condition of Ohurch property in 
in a Btato of lamentable dilapidation and 
vrroto a long and pressing paper urging 
tho Bishop to allow mo to join with him 
and others that it might be pat in order' 
if possiblo. Tho arohdeaeonry house had 
two or threo rooms in^whioh a missipnry 
could reside; "but generally speaking it 
vras going to deslfriotion and the grounds 
once 80 orderly and producliye were and 
stili aro a ■vyildernoss. Bolov/ the house 
stood Sapperton Churoh also requiring 
immediate attention, By the energy of 
Mr. Baskott that has, I believe, been put 
into a decent state. At Hope, the parson- 
age had become so much a rain that the 
Go Tornment removed the school from it 
because it was not habitable. An outlay 
of §250 would have kept all iu order and 
BO bavo secured tho Government as a 
tenant. At Yale the parsonage, ohnroh 
and Indian mission chapel call out for 
large repair, and at Lytton the mission 
property could not bo put into proper 
condition under an outlay of at least §1500. 
Such is tho stato of theproperty;but when 
we come to clorgy matters thoy arc still 
worse. Mr. Good is engaged entirely 
vith Indians. Mr. Ditchin has been in- 
Tited to Honolulu and will probably go. 
He considois Yalo to bo starvation. There 
no missionary can live without becoming 
in time hopelessly iuvolvod in debt. Thu.s 
there is an immodiato prospoct of there 
being no clergyman ministering for tho 
"white population between New West- 
minster and Cariboo, while in all direc- 
tions from the mouth of the Frasor to 
Oknuagan, and from Nicola Valley to 
Stanley and Biu-korvillo tho cry is, send 
us clergy. Woaleynus and Presbyterians 
are fast undormiuiug church influence. 
Unless something be douo, and at once, 
that influence, weak as it now is, will soon 
utterly disappear. 

These aro facts that cannot iTo disputed. 
Who is to be blamed for this? Tlio com- 
xnon answer is the Bisliop. Now, that is 
■'a Tery sweeping assertion and one easily 
<inado, but it is not true. So far from tho 
Bishop having boon careless of tho Main- 
land I hold that taking hia Lordahiij's 
eiiisoopato from itscoiumoncoment much, 
very much, has been douo by him for the 
Mainland, and afjreat deal of the decency 
and order which have prevailed there is 
, due to the early oxortions made by tho 
' Ohtifbh,of Btiglarid and tho large sums 
expended for the benefit of church peo- 
ple. Now Westminster, Langley, Hope, 
Douglas, Lillooot, Yalo, Lyttou aud Cari- 
boo will all speak to thoso facts. 

It will have been noticed that I have in 
no way alluded to tho Motlakatla Mission 
" as Mr. IJunoan has discouraged uU inllu- 
. enoe^of.^tho, Bishop. More, pnr Bishop 
has beon*"ropudiafed "and a neighboring 
Bishop called on to make peace there. 
Confirmation is raroly administered 
baa over received the holy com 
mnnion. We musthope that in due time 
. hia Lordship wiH-be dnly^raaognized jin' 



that remarkable part of his diocese. Tho 
Bishop of Athabasca has by his conciliat- 
ing wisdom bndeavored to smooth the 
way. But it boots not who is to bo blam- 
ed for tho present spiritual destitution of 
a territory 400 miles square. 

Tho Bishop — How do you make 400 
square miles? 

The Archdeacon— It is 4^00 miles long 
and ^ mileS'broad. 

Tho Bishop — Mr. Mogg, can you tell 
what a square mile is? 

Eev. Mr. Mogg said ho understood the 
Arohdeaoon to say that the district was 
400 miles square, 

The Archdeacon— There, you now see 
the way I am contiunally palled np short, 
just as if a man at niy age'did not know 
what a square mile isl The qnestiou is 
"how can it be remedied." I would ro- 
spectf ally suggest that it can be partially 
mot in this way. A central mission of 
three clergy should bo established at 
Kamloops, there should be the main head- 
quarters and tkoy should serve tho diiTor- 
ent sections, viz: Kamloops, Cariboo, 
Okanagan, <to., changing at the discro- 
tiou of the h«ad of the mission every threo, 
six nnd twelve months, as should bo 
deemed best, ouo of tha missionaries at 
timea itinerating. I will not now outer 
upon details, thoy can only be arranged 
at an after period when we have a certain 
ty tbat olergy of the right sort are to bo 
obtained and money with which to pay 
them. From whence is that money to 
come? That is tho great poiut. They 
could live, I balioTa' comfortably aud pay 
traveling expenses on §1,500 a year (£1)00.) 
Of that sum tlio S. P. G, grant would 
supply £300 annually; £300 should bo 
,'ot from Ghristian people on the maiu- 
and and £B00 from England. As regards 
X300 (§1500) from tha Ghristian people to 
bo bonelittetl I have boon informod by ;\lr. 
Aloxandor Davie, and hi>< opinion in con- 
tinued by that of Dr. Joue.i (both gontlo- 
lucu intimately acquaiuted with tlio up- 
country and espeoially Cariboo) ttiat a 
good, earnost, aotive Christian would eas- 
ily obtain 81200 (say §1000) from Cariboo 
and its neighborhood. Surely if that ba 
possiblo aa anything approaching the 
other stations on tho Mainland would sup- 
ply §500 or 8000. Only lot them see that 
something roul is to bo ilouo; that instead 
of ovorything being worked us it is now 
from tlie centre of Victoria,aaystem which 
turns every clergyman into tho miierahlu 
condition of a watched and restrained ou 
nito taking out of him all go and self ro- 
liauco, the mission of three or four as 
tho case may bo is left much to itself .sub- 
joot to conditions arranged by tho Bishop 
with the workers. Then as to mouoy 
from Engluid'; with a well-drawn up 
statement of ourschom and cnBigotie 
action on the part of Christian men who 
must bo loft ninch to themselves in tho 
matter wu ehould I thiuk have no torious 
difliculty whatever. If a good, llrm face 
bo set and an earnest ussintiiuco rendered 
I myself will nuarantoo XlOO a year for 
three years. The Bishop will, I dare say, 
do the same and perhaps more, and I fnel 
suro that ten others could bo found to 
guarantee §50 each to secure bo important 
a result for the benefit of those who are 
now in a slato of spiritual starvation. Of 
course all this must bo undertaken by 
those desirous of the well-being of souls, 
tho clergy and a goodly number of faith- 
ful and independent laymen. T« say 
more at present would on my part bo only 
a waslo of valuable time. I therefore will 
place bofore you tho resolution, leaving 
to tho Syiiod to cousidor how far it is 
worthy thoir attention. 

Eev. J. B. Good seconded tho resolu- 
tion, which was then carried. 

Archdeacon Wright then moved. That 
this synod considers that all money ob- 
toinctl from the public in England and 
olsewhero by the Bishop or uuy of his 
agents, or othsr persona known as tho 
Columbia Mission Fund, shonld bo ex- 
pended by the Bishop in consaltation 
with the Exeontive Oommittee, and that 
a detailed account of such oxpenditnre 
should appear in tho annual report of this 
Synod. 

The Bishop said thot though he did cot 
consider that this was a matter to be dealt 
with by the Synod yet ho would not ob- 
ject to the resolution being put. A do 
tailed account had always mien laid before 
the oxecutiTe and every cent accounted 
for. 

Archdeacon Wright aaid that so far 
from a detailed account having boon laid 
bofore either the Synod or tho exocutivo 
committee he bad it from the Treasurer, 
who was an earnest friend of tho church 
and tt first-class accountant, that every 
statement laid before thorn of this money 
was a perfect farce. 

Tho Archdeacon referring to the reso- 
lution said, I believe tho resolution I have 
just rend is quite in accord with VI. of 
(ho "canon for executive committee," 
wbioh ."iotH forth that it is tho duty of tha 
executive committee to furnish a stato- 
ment of receipts aud disbur-setnenta for 
tho annual mooting of tho Synod, and if to 
any fund that article should apply it is to 
tbat whioh is in faith given by earnest 
Christians at homo to be used in this far 
oir diocese. When the Bishop of Colum- 
bia first came to this colony he had en- 
trusted to him a very large sum of money, 
and body of able missionaries accom- 
panied him, several of whom roouived 
little or no stipend. Thoy gave thaui- 
aelveg to tho work. Never wore there 
nobler missionaries tban.Bobort Dundas, 
John Sheepshanks, Ltindin Brown and 
Octavus Qlovor;and the Collegiate School 
was under tho able arm of Archdeacon 
Wood, whoso success has only been 
equalled by tho efforts of Mr. Herbert 
Mogg, a clergyman who, in the short space 
of n year, has secured the respoot and 
esteem of all olasssB in thisarohdoacoury. 
Never, indeed, did a Colonial Biahoi) start 
with greater advantages than Bishop 
Hills and nover were greater results ex- 
pected from a Colonial Bishop than from 
his Lordship, Year after year money 
came pouring iuto this diocoso and whnt- 
Qver may bo its condition now all must iu 
gratitude admit that British Columbia 
owes much to the untiring exertions of 
its first Bishop for tho spiritual advan- 
tages of ita earlier years. And hero I 
would obearve that not only did generous 
Christians place money at the Bishop's 
disposal, but his Lordship had eutiro 
charge of that money and dispensed it as 
Boomed^to him bast. And in. those days 
right was he in so doing. ; He'had his own 
plans to carry out and heavy money ro- 
^pon8ibilitiea and it was necessary to havo 
himself thoroughly protected. There was 
no Synod: and it would havo boon 
difficult indeed to form any with 
him in expending which was always 
known- as 'tlie^;:0hii8tian fund. Im- 
pressed with'lhat 'cohviotion, his Lord- 
ship will remember that I urged him, 
when leaving in 1865, above all things to 
^avo a detailed account of Christian Fund 
,money daly credited .so. far .aa - such «o- 
i oonnt oonld he oredited, othenrinnVionB 
t>'.> 5v;<.tir 1 jTj;-i.i: .I , i ^ ; , 



trouble might eventually set in. The 
account was made out and audited nnd 
has, I believe, been placed among tho re 
oorda of tho diocoso. To show how tried 
Bishops are I may observe tbat wUou our 
Bishop last visited England ho with dif 
ficulty moved from the diooess, ao heavi- 
ly wi*8 he pressed by money rtsponsibili 
ty incurred for Church pur|\oso» and, I 
think I may safely say, that not eighteen 
months ago be was personally liable for 
debts of the diocese to the amount of 
nearly .£1000. Iu Juno, 1870, 1 was asked 
by hia Lordship to obtain for him £900. 
Tho appeal to mo was touching. The 
words were: "I am sorely pressed for 
means to carry ou the mission for the Prov 
ihce which has been at a standstill." I at 
once began to prepare and never did I 
work harder in my life. In 7 months I 
obtaiued, cbiofly through my personal 
friends, £1000, particulars of whioh jon 
will find in the paper you havo in your 
bands, About a month ago I asked the 
Bishop, "Wbat in tho world would yon 
have done had I not obtained the j51S00 7" 
Tho reply was most gratifying to mo dnd 
ffill over be so, should I ever have to 
think with deep sorrow that after all my 
exertions for the Bishop I havo never 
spent one evouing sinee my orrival a year 
ago, or walked ouo mile with aa old 
friend of nearly fifty years standing. I 
shall nlways-bave the consolation of know- 
ing that the Bishop of Columbia confess- 
ed to me, " Y'ou have saved tho Mission." 
What I want to know ia this: Ought a 
Bishop over to bo iu suoh a position; 
ought tho spiritual wollboiug of this dio- 
coso ovor to be in .suoh jeopardy; ought 
so much ever to depoud upon the bogging 
capacity of anf one individual and, last 
of all, would tho Bteoutive Committee of 
the Synod luivo ovor allowed tho Bishop 
to involve himself in monetary troubles 
■vrhiob might huvo proved seriously op- 
pressive to the (Jliuich V Itberaforo hold 
that novv thut there is a Synod, for the 
satisfactiou of Christian people at bame 
who give; for the satisfaetion of the 
Christian people of this diocese, and for 
the protection of the Bishop himiteir, all 
money obtained frcim tho public shonld 
be o.t ponded for the fuluro by his Lord 
ship iu consultation with the Executive 
Coinmittoo. And thoro is this very im- 
portant point to bo considered, which 
Iiad been impressed resolutely on th« 
Bishop's attoutinn by Mr. Wm. Ward, 
our Tro.mnrer, t)UO (if tho Ohurch's bant 
friouilH, Ih.it refusals to subsoribe to tho 
missiou fund aro ovor accumpaniod by 
tho remark; "I will not givo a dollar 
til tho Bishop lets us know what becomes 
of all the money he gets from England." 
I again say that for a certain period it 
was quite right tbat tho Bishop should 
keep tliat money under hi'i nolo control; 
but now that there i.! a Sytmd formally 
called on "to rrnder a «l«ii;!nenl of all 
reof ipts aud diabursomcnts," the Church 
Fund shonld of all Funds coma under its 
notice and protection. 
Mr. Janua seconded the motion. 
Eev, Mr. Bsskett wished to know 
whether if a clergyman had money sent 
out to him to spend on a school or as be 
might otherwise thiuk fit, would he bo 
obliged to hand that over to tho executive 
oommittoo ? 

Archdeacon Wright said no, certainly 
not, unless such clergymen ipstitnted a 
special fund in England for tho diocese, 
in which case thoy would bo obliged to 
hand that to tho Synod to deal with. 

Eev. G. Mason siiid the state of things 
could not now be altered by a lesoluti^H, 
bnt another fund might be stiirted, He 
certainly thought it most desirable that 
tlie Bishop should have private funds of 
which he should have entire control, but 
ho certainly thonghti that any funds col- 
lected in England for the benefit of the 
diocese should be dealt with by the com- 
mittee who dual with tho ordinary funds 
of the mission. 

Mr. Ward said be thought this matter 
should bo dealt with by tbo aommittoe 
and not by tho Bishop alone. The Bishop 
hsd dealt with this sum as lie liked and 
tho committee wore never told anything 
about it. As Archdvacon Wright had 
said, he considered that any accounts that 
had been presented ware a mora farce— 
they were no accounts at all. 

Mr. McCreight did not consider the 
exocutivo council conld ever properly 
discharge their duties till thoy had the 
charge of these monies. 

Tiio Bishop said that os far as this fund 
was concerned he cousidered it an as- 
sumption on tho part of the oommittoo to 
desire to deal with this money. Ho fuund 
that ho and tho clergy had no voice in the 
oioontiTQ oommittoo, and ho would still 
rcfnao to band this account over to them. 
As far as tbo Accounts were concerned a 
detailed statement had been kept of this 
fund for years. He thought it might now 
bo considered aa having come to an end. 
Tho .£1,000 collected by .Archdeacon 
Wright bail bounoxpoDded and even more 
than that luntionl. 

ArchdoacA)ii Wright in answer to Mr. 
Ward said tbiit iu all his sermons and ad- 
dresses in England ho bud pressed upon 
his hearers that the money would be dealt 
with by the Bishop and Synod. He bad 
no authority from the Bishop for saying 
so. 

The Biahop said this would be a com- 
plete dumper to increasing this fund, and 
he would hositalu before using his exer- 
tions in its behalf any longer. 

Tho motion was then carried by 11 to 5; 
upon which the Bishop called a vote by 
Orders, when tho resolution was finally 
vetoed l)y 5 to ;J— clergy only voting. 

llcv. Mr. BunkeLt moved to amend sec- 
tion 4 of tho ounon of orgauizatiou by 
leaving out "male" and "being of full 
ogo." This WU8 to enable women to rota 
at vestry, meetings. Lost. 

A resolution asking the S. P. G. to in- 
crease the grant to £500 was carried. 

Mr. Johnson asked the Bishop who 
would bo appointed commiseary during 
the Bishop's absence. 

Tho Bishop said ho had not settled any 
thing definitelj, but had thought of ap- 
l>oiutln£ the senior Arohdeaoon — Mr. 
Wtx/ds. 

M'r. Johnson was elected Treasurer vica 
W. C. Ward resigned. 

Mr. W. C. Ward was appointed on the 
esciitive committee in the place of Mr. 
Johnson who is an ex officio mombor. 

Tho members of the Synod through 
Archdeacon Wright and Mr. MoOreight 
then thanked the Bishop for bis good 
works in ..past yearn, and hoped that he 
would be savpii to return to them, and 
wi-ihed hiiu a pleasitnt journey. 

A vtoo of thanks wac then returned to 
W. C. W.ird tho late treasurer, after 
which tho Ta Deum was (aid and the last 
session of the fiist Synod of British Col- 
umbia terminatod its labors.

Nfw York, April 21.— The Paris 
special says: "From a person whoprofosses 
to have intimate acquaintance with tho 
Vatican, I hear that a movement is on foot 
which promises to bo the moat important 
OYout in religious history of the century. 
This is nothing less than the socession in 
large bodies of members of the Euglish 
Proteataut Episcopal Church to the lioioan 
Catholic Church. The number of secedors 
is placed at as high a Qguro as 3,000,000 of 
people. Included in this exodus from the 
Churoh of England are Bishops, Bectors, 
Curates and Deacons. Authorized dele- 
gates are, it ia asserted, now in Eome 
negotiating tho conditions upon which the 
secession will take place. The aocoptanca 
of the Catholic faith is promised on tho 
following conditionn: First— Acceptance 
of all the doctrines of (he Catholic Churoh. 
Second — To solve tho difHcultios among 
Anglicans relative to the ordination, 
Bishops, Ministers and Deacons consent 
to receive fresh orders in tho Eoman 
Church under certain conditions. Third- 
All new priests undertake to preserve celi- 
bacy. Ministers already marrioJ shall not 
bo asked to quit thoir families, but shall 
bo debarred from hearing confessions. 
Fifth— Tho new Catholics are to bo placed 
for a period of twenty years under a special 
Episcopal Merarcby, in order to smooth any 
dilTerences of opinion that may arise dur- 
ing the transition. This plan is modelled 
on that adopted by tho ohuroh in the East 
—in Armenia, for instance, every city has 
its special hierarchy.
